Young children were forced to sleep 
with old inmates, who are afflicted with 
all sorts of loathesome diseases. 
The 
poor house of Spencer county is in a 
poor condition, also Perry county is 
powerless to do anything to aid .he poor 
and criminal captives, as both county 
treasurer 
and 
prosecuting 
attorney 
have been away, the former took all the 
funds and the county is about bank- 
rupt. 


UP THE FEEDER. 


The City Officials Take a Look at the 
Headwaters of the St. Joe. 


This morning a party of city officials, 
and others who desired to go, accom- 
panied Hon. Wm. Fleming and Mr. J. 
I. Bass for an inspection of the feeder 
canal and the dam that controls the 
headwarters of the St. Joe river. 


The drive up along the feeder was a 
pleasant one and from the gentlemen in- 
terviewed by THB SBNTINEII representa- 
tive it is learned that the property is in 
excellent shape. 
The river water w ^ 
sampled by the visitors and a careful 
survey of the premises was had. 


Among the excursionists were Hon. 
Wm. Fleming, Mr. J . H. Bass, Mayor 
Muhler, Treasurer Berghoff, City As 
sessor Reese, Civil Engineer Ooshorn, 
Street Commissioner O'Brien, Marshal 
Meyer, 
Councilmen 
Buttenbender, 
Doehrman, Griffith, Kensill, 
Eelker, 
Meyer, Michael, Hazzard, Read, Scheid, 
ahmeyer; Shordan, Woulfe, Williams, 
and Captain A. H. Dougall, Anselm 
Fuelber, and Mr. Mills, of the firm of 
Stout, Mills and Temple, water wheel 
manufacturers, of Dayton, Ohio. 


The tourists were agreeably surprised 
at the solidity of the feeder canal and 
dam, as well as at the' purity and extent 
of the water in the St. Joe river. 
It is 
like a lake up there and the river is 
navigable for big steamers some eigh- 
teen miles northward. 


The question of a water supply now 
resolves itself for solution. 


If the city sinks experimental wells, 
at a cost of $10,000, or goes to the St. 
Joe river, near the brewery, at a cost of 
40,000 or $50,000, for a water supply, 
it must purchase a $27,000 or $37,000 
pumping engine, because the one now 
in use is not sufficient smd the old en- 
gine is condemned. 


T h e feeder canal gives the city a water 
supply from the headwaters of the St. 
Joe river and power for pumping be- 
sides, making the purchase of a $27,000 
or $37,000 engine unnecessary. 


Tax payers will have no trouble solv- 
ing this problem.

A Noted Barglar Captured by the Jer- 
sey City Detectives With a 
Complete Outfit of 
Burglars 
Tools.

The Cigarette. 


Dr. Joseph Mulhall says: I am a 
cigarette smoker myself, and I am a 
defender of the habit, or, at least, an 
apologist for it.

quick and powerful stimulant it gives 
smoker. 
The cigar smoker says to th» 
cigarette smoker, "What enjoyment can 
you get from 8moking_that tiny roll of 
paper with its little pinch of tobacco ? 
Why don't you use a cigar or a pipe 
To whidi the cigarette smoker can re- 
ply, if he wants to argue, "My cigarette 
is a more powerful stimulant than the 
cigar," and he can prove it if the other 
will submit to a test. 
The stimulation 
of tobacco is caused by the absorption 
of the nicotine by th« system. The 
smoke of a cigar or pipe reaches only 
the mucous membrane of the mouth, 
because it is not inhal^. 
The cigar- 
ette smoker inhales the smoke of his 
cigarette, and it touches not only the 
mouth but also the throat, and the 
membranes all the way down absorb 
tne stimulant. 
The cigarette smoker, 
too, cannot smoke a weak 
cigarett« 
with enjoyment, for one-halt the pleas- 
ure of the smoke is caused by the con- 
tact of tbe smoke with the membranes. 
It must grip the throat, so to speak, to 
produce the pleasure. 
As to the evil 
effects of cigarette smoking there is 
much exaggeration. 
The habit can be 
justly charged with only one injurious, 
effect which is not produced by other 
kinds of smoking. 
That is an irrita- 
tion of the throat, which is noticed by 
almost all confirmed cigarette smokers 
themselves. 
The idea that the 
smoke penetrates the lungs is a vulprar 
a n d a b s u r d one. 
I t n e v e r g e t s b e y o n d 
the tidal air, and that means that it 
never reaches the lungs. 
Cigarette- 
smoking 
causes irregularity of t h e 
heart beats, what is known as "tobacco 
)ieat," • and dimness of the vision, but 
these effect are produced by the use of 
tobacco in other forms. 
Boys, of 
course, are often permanently injured 
by it, but for adults it is a superior 
smoko to a cigar, and no more harmfuL
